|Opens Hunting Season ¢

BIG LAKE, Alberta 


It was perfect duck weather for 


city duck and goose hunters today. 

The hunting season opened a half hour before sunrise. 
Traditionally, hunters’ guns started blasting as soon as it 
was light enough to see the first birds. 


Big Lake district. loeated about 
two miles west of St. Albert, has 
more ducks than there have been 
for the past 10 years 

That's the opinion of a man who 
should know—Charles Hepburn of 
Edmonton, who's been doing the 
cooking for the Pioneer Gun Club 
at this lake for the past 24 years 

In spite of a dry spring that 
dried out pot holes and nesting 
grounds in parts of central and 
most of southern Alberta, cutting 
tird numbers considerably, there 
are ducks aplenty in this part of 
the province, 

Shooting started about 6 am 
and first hunters started coming in 
with their bag limits about 8 
o'clock. 

Most of the ducks here are mal-

About 12 big Canada Geese were 
seen on the lake this morning, but 
at last reports, no hunters had 
bagged any of the “honkers.” 

A good many Edmonton and dis- 
trict nimrods appeared for the 
season's opening Most of them 
were shooting the lake, but some 
were taking to the stubble fields 

At dawn the birds came into the 
field. A stiff northwest wind and 
intermittent rain kept them low, 
out of gun range, but made shoot
